To this Strange but Common Cafe, the Soci- 
ety had much to fay, feveral Confiderable Cir- 
cumftances lying before them here. 

1. They are of Opinion the Seamen were in 
the right of it; and that if the Englih People, 
that have refufed to be Opprefs’d by their Sove- 
reigas, will tamely fubinit ta be Infulted by their 
Sailors and Servants, they ought tobe Intulted ; 
that if the Sailors cza arrive co a Supremacy of 
Power, can enter Mens Heufes or Shops, and 
take-away their Servants, Ay,and their Goods 
too, they are Fuols if they don’t; and the So- 
ciety particularly refers it to a certain Gentle- 
man, woo lately undertook to quote abundance 


of of Statutes for the Legali 
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of Preffing,. to find. 
out fome old Law to jatigg this Praftice. ins 

2. The Society are of Opinion, the Mafter 
of the Houfe and the Conftable were Fools, or 
Cowards, or both; that the firft, when he fent 
for one Conftable, ought to have feat for Ten; 
that the fecond, refleéting whofe Authority he 
bore, ought to have fold his Life with his Staff, 
and parted with both at the beft Price he could. 
The Matter of the Houle, who, it feems,fhut up 
his Doors, ought from the Windows of his Ca 
ftle, for fuch isevery Man’s Houfe in the Eye of 
the Law, have let fly at the Rioters, in Defence 
of the Soveraignty of the Civil Power over the 
Naval, or Military; and all the People that 
came by orcould be raifed, ought to have fal- 
len upon thefe Invadersof the Laws, and have 
fecur’d them for the Hands of Juftice, and upon 
the leaft Refiftance have kill’d them every Mo- 
ther’s Child; for it were much more tolerable, 
that whole Rout of Villains, for better they can- 
not be, had been all fent out of the World, 
than that the Buglifh Liberties, which fo many 
Thoulands of Honett Men have Died to preferve, 
which fo many Kings have been Jnfulted about, 
fo many Interruptions and Jnterregnums,Battles, 
Wars, and Terrors been fuffred in England to 
Maintain, fhould be trampled under Foot. 

If any Blood had been fhed in this Quar- 
rel, tho’ it had been on the Sailors fide only, 
every one that had been taken, ought to 
have been Hang’d for it ; for tho’ the Con- 
ftables, or their Affiftants, had Kill’d them, 
the other had been. only Guilty ;. thefe had 
Kill’d the Men,. but thole had been the Mur- 
therers, becaufe all Evils Center in, and Dee 
rive from their Native Caufes. 

Had any Man, that in affifting the Conftables 
had Kill’d one of thefe Rioters, been Tryed asa 
Criminal, he ought to have pleaded in Juftifica. 
tion of the Faét, that he found him in Arms 
fighting againft the Queen, and Kill’d him in 
Defence of Her Majefty’s Perfon and Govern- 
ment, and in Maintaining the due Sovereignty 
of the Laws. 

Had fucha Man, either hy the Ignorance or 
Partiality of Juries, for rhat Murthers bave 
not Lyafs d Furymen committed ? Had fuch a Man 
been Condemn’d, the Englifh Laws, the Englith 
Liberties, and the Engli/p Monarchy, muff have 
Diffolv’d in his Blood From that Mos 
ment, the Government had been all Naval. 
Tomshe Tarr, would have been Kirg of Enge 
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pai and Maffinello of Naples would be a Fook 
to bint. : he 

It remains, that Juftice feeks out the Gang 
that committed this Outrage, and that they be 
Deliver’d to that Condign Punifhment, which 
thofe Deferve that Infult the Queen, that Refift 
her Authority, and Abufe her Perfon; for Pref- 
fing the Conftable, is in the Bye of the Law, 
Prefiing the Queen; every Blow ftruck, every 
Bruife on-his Arm, as this Letter expreffes, isa 
Hortid Affault upon Her Majefty, and her Sa- 
cred Perfon fuffers in every RadenefS to her 
Officer ; his Perfon, however mean of it felf, 
and otherwife Defpicable, is San@tified by Her 
Majefty’s Authority ; and however, or for what 
Rea‘ons it fo happan’d, that ‘the Blood of.aa 
Honeft and Brave Cottftable of Bow, remains 
unappsas'd by Juftice, tho’ -fpilt in a like Quar- 
rel as this; yet a Conftable Kill’d in the juf 
Execution of his Office, ought no more to be 
Unponith’d by the Law, than the Queen Affaf- 
inated on her Throne.
